LC  Commencement  ‘94

The  Livingston  College  Class  of  ‘94,  with  its  843 
graduates,  was  congratulated  by  Dean  Arnold  G.  Hyndman, 
Rutgers  University  Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs 
Joseph  Seneca,  ABC  - TV  correspondent  Morton  Dean,  Class 
Speaker  Roger  L.  Strong  Jr.,  and  LAA  President  Jeffrey 
Isaacs,  among  others,  at  Commencement  1994.  The 
celebration  was  held  at  the  Louis  Brown  Athletic  Center, 
Livingston  Campus,  on  May  19th,  at  2:00  PM. 

This  year’s  commencement  included  two  new  initiatives. 
One  was  the  first-time  presentation  of  an  honorary  degree  at 
the  Livingston  College  Commencement.  Historian  August 
Meier  of  Kent  State  University  was  the  recipient.  The  second 
was  the  kickoff  of  a year  long  celebration  of  the  College’s 
25th  anniversary. 

Speaker  Morton  Dean  warned  the  graduates  in  his  keynote 
address  not  to  develop  the  “anchor  syndrome”.  This  is  the 
mistaken  expectation  of  landing  a top  level,  plum  job  on  the 
first  time  out.  He  emphasized  that  there  are  opportunities  in 
the  job  market  “if  you  are  willing  to  work  hard”.  Mr.  Dean 
asserted  that  “Americans  are  fed  up  with  mediocrity,  with  the 
politicians  they  elect,  with  the  goods  they  buy.”  After 
expressing  his  behef  that,  “Somebody  has  to  fill  that  void”,  he 
challenged  the  graduates  with  “How  about  you?”  (Continued

The  Livingston  Alumni  Association  hosted  a wine  and 
cheese  reception  to  honor  Professor  Edward  G.  Ortiz  as  the 
1994  Honorary  Alunmus  on  Saturday,  April  9,  1994,  at  2:30 
p.m.,  in  the  Learning  Resource  Center,  Tillett  Hall.
